Gamcill Carrlerl, a Neapolltan gentle-
man and scholar, while confined to his
room for a long period of years by il
ness amused himeelf by writing an ac
count of an imaginary voyage ropnd
the world. When the volume was pub-
lshed, it -was taken as a fact even by
learned people,

The detailed account of a trip to
China which 1s credited to Du Halde
s another Iiterary hoax. The nuthor
had never seen China and had been
suffictently clever to complle the work
solely from the memoirs of Chinese
missionaries.

1t is remarkable, though no jess a
fact, that “Gulllver's Travels” waa
thought to be a true narrative when it
first appeared, and the famous story of
Damberger's travels was likewlse a
hoax,

Varilias, the French historian, enjoy-
ed a wide reputation as & chronicler of
events, but later it was discovered that
s works were purely fakes. The vol-
umes of this writer resemble those of

Gregorio Retl, who, In order to keep.

himgelf from starving, appended the

most unbeard of incldents to English

history ns it was known.

One of the most daring lmpostures
on record is that of Joseph Vella of
Rielly, He sald that he discovered sev-
enteen of the lost books of Livy in
Arable. He then set to work and
wrote g translation from his fancy,
which was printed. After his death
the frand was discoversd. Before his
death, however, he fell under suspl-
elon and was condemnad to imprison-
ment.

There are countless cases of authors
selling thelr names to be put on works
they have rever read. Sir John Hill
once contracted to translate a Dutch
book. After the agreement he remem-
bored that he did not know a word of
Dutch. He then bargained with ao-
other translator to do the work for
half the price he was to recelve.
